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What Happened in 1930! 


“ CNUCH statistics of the Class I railways for the 
S entire year 1930 as recently have become avail- 
able tell a remarkable story of what occurred in 
the railroad industry last year,” says the Railway Age. 
“Total earnings were $5,342,957,447, or the smallest 
since 1919. They were $1,027,400,000 less than in 
1929; $1,106,000,000 less than in the maximum year 
1926, and even $230,000,000 less than in the depressed 
year 1921. Freight business was the smallest since 
1922, and passenger business the smallest since 1906. 
“Operating expenses, which were $3,975,782,000, 
were the smallest since 1917, being $585,000,000 less 
than in 1929; $1,853,000,000 less than in the maximum 
year 1920, and even $38,000,000 less than in 1918, be- 
fore most of the advances in wages due to the war had 
been made. Expenditures for maintenance of way and 
structures were the smallest since 1918, and for main- 
tenance of equipment the smallest since 1917. 

“Net operating income was $885,000,000, or $390, 
000,000 less than in 1929, and the smallest since 1922. 
The percentage of return earned on investment was 
3.36, as compared with 4.95 in 1929 and 3.59 in 1922, 
and was the smallest since 1921, when it was 2.87. 

“The figures show that the year was one of the hard- 
est for the railways through which they have ever 
passed. They were saved from disaster by the ex- 
tremely conservative policy of financing followed for 
many years, and by the gigantic reductions made in 
operating expenses, which were rendered possible only 
by previous liberal capital and maintenance expendi- 
tures, 

“Periods of prosperity always have been and prob- 
ably always will be followed by years of depression. 
The effects produced by this depression should warn 
regulating authorities and the public that if the earn- 
ings of the railways are unduly restricted in years of 
prosperity, as they were from 1923 to 1929, they will 
always be confronted with great difficulties and dan- 
gers in every depression. The public cannot afford to 
disregard this, because the very large reductions of 
purchases and employment the railways have had to 

make to save themselves have been an important 
feature in deepening and prolonging the depression.” 
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_All Together 


were the passenger traffic department's “dollar 

day” experiments over the week-ends of Feb- 
ruary/20 and.27. For these occasions a rate was made 
of one cent a mile and the tickets were good on all 
trains.

Out of the present spell of reduced traffic has come 
the knowledge that.a railroad must get business in order 
to maintain a payroll. This realization of the direct 
relationship between our jobs and the sale of trans- 
portation has stimulated individual effort in all depart 
ments to get business on our rails. 

Employe participation in the ““dollar-day” sales was 
enthusiastic and wide-spread and should be continued 
by all until soliciting ‘business for ‘Southern Pacific 
becomes as much of a habit as cashing our pay checks. 

Groups of employes in different parts of the system, 
on their own initiative, have launched various plans 
for getting back to the rails business taken away by 
competitors who don’t have to carry some of the handi- 
caps which regulation has imposed on us. 

In one town a locomotive engineer published in the 
local newspaper an open letter to his fellow workers, 
neighbors and the merchants of the town. He re- 
minded them that the railroad had provided the town 
with its largest payroll; had been an important factor 
in developing the community and making it 2 good 

place in which to live and do business;"but that its 
ability to continue this community. service depended 
on the town’s continuing to. patronize the railroad—

Railroads Invest “Capital on Faith in 
Government—New capital has been 
engaged in railroad transportation 
enterprises to the extent of nearly 
seven billion dollars in the past nine 
years. It has been engaged on the 
faith in the national government, as 
expressed in legislation, that it would 
be given a fair return in recognition 
of the fact that this new capital so 
engaged is essential to the com~- 
mercial life of the United States. 
... “There is no implication of bad 
faith on the part of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission; it has been 
given an extremely difficult task. But 
I do say that the national government 
itself, having legislated for the pur- 
pose of securing for the people of the 
United States the engagement of ad- 
ditional capital in railway enterprises 
- +» should give in all of its practices 
due recognition to the inferred ob- 
ligations.” 
Southern Pacific’s “Example?— 
“Through the purchase of other lines, 
and to a very much larger extent, 
through the construction of new lines 
and the providing of additional facili- 
ties for our transportation system 
west of Tucumcari, N. M., Odgen, 
Utah, and south of Portland, Ore., 
Southern Pacifie Company has in- 
vested something like $375,000,000 in 
the last ten years.

“... We have facts constituting a 


new condition formidable enough and 
interesting enough also to all our 
people to command the attention of 
the national government with respect 
to recasting the policy that was 
established in 1920.” 

Increasing Competition of Railroads~~ 
“A total of 26,000,000 privately owned 
vehicles are now using the highways 
of the country, with 3,370,000 motor 
trucks and 92,000 motor buses. Ten 
years has witnessed an increase of 
235 per cent in the number of motor 
trucks on the highways... there has 
been a tremendous increase in ton- 
nage passing through the Panama 
Canal which, without the canal, 
might to a considerable extent be 
transported by the transcontinental 
railroads... . and there has been a 
growth in government-subsidized and, 
to some extent, government-operated 
inland waterways.” 

Government's: Activity in Interests of 
Railroad Competition —“We find the 
government feeling an obligation to 
help the states create highways, used 
as.competitive agencies with the rail- 
roads... The amount contributed an- 
nually has reached a very large sum, 
perhaps . $100,000,000 Federal aid 
toward state highways. 

“We also find ‘that it feels the ob- 
ligation “to --maintain..a_.merchant 
marine-and to Ioan money .at very 
low rates of interest for the construc- 


“tion of vessels that operate in domes- 


tie service through the Panama Canal, 
between .coastwise points, :competing 
with the railroads; also spending very. 
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{ment-competition in transportation, and inequality.in 
‘regulation. “AlLof these subjects are of vital concern to 
the American people as well as to the raifroads of the 
country. This summary will furnish officers and em- 
Ployes with helpful suggestions for dircussing the subject. 


large sums of money in creating in- 
land waterways. And in that connec- 
tion it is undertaking what I believe 
to be an indefensible activity—per- 
haps that is too strong a word—an 
activity that is highly questionable, at 
least, in having the government enter 
into the business of transportation it- 
self on these waterways in competi- 
tion with the railroads, and obliging 
the railroads to make through rates 
with such government-operated lines. 

“If the government is going to 
enter into that kind of activity in 
competition with private capital there 
is no reason why it should not enter 
into competition with other kinds of 
business activities.” 

Inroads on Passenger and Freight Traf- 
fe—“On the Pacific Lines of the 
Southern Pacific Company, for exam- 
ple, our passenger earnings per mile 
of road are something like 45 per cent 
less during the last year than they 
were in 1921—-a year of depression 
also. Passenger earnings as a whole 
were something like 18 per cent less 
in 1929 than in the year 1921, al- 
though 1929 was a year of great 
activity. We find it a serious problem 
as to what shall be done in this 
situation. 

“So also with our freight train 
service. In our freight earnings we 
find very large decreases resulting 
from losses in less - than - carload 
freight and also in our local carload 
freight where the shorter hauls are 
involved. We have been largely de- 
pendent on increase in perishable 
traffic arising from the development 
of various sections of California, Ari- 
zona and Oregon to care for our needs, 

“So much of our traffic has been 
lost to the Panama Canal ... and so 
much has been lost locally to the 
motor trucks that we have, I might 
say, been largely dependent upon an 
increase in perishable traffic to sus- 
tain this railroad system. There has 
been an almost negligible return on 
the $375,000,000 of additional capital 
that has been invested.” 

Country Still Dependent on the Rail- 
roads—Tf all this were a question of 
obsolescence, where a better form of 
transportation is succeeding that al- 
ready offered, we would have nothing 
to. say. But that is not so. The 
country is still dependent upon. the 
railroads, cannot do without them, ex- 
cepting in minor ways under excep- 
tional conditions. So there is a very 
important question of public interest, 
as well as the interests of the people 
who have engaged their capital in 
our railway enterprises ... .”” 

Where Railroad’s Dallar Goes—"Of 
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every dollar that this company takes 
in, something like 15 cents pays the 
interest and dividends; the rest goes 
back to the public in one form or an- 
other. When the railroad business is 
in part destroyed, the sources of em- 
ployment for a very large number of 
men are taken away, and capital in- 
vested in other enterprises than these 
immediately in the transportation 
system is jeopardized in a very large 
way.” 

Justice io Capital and Labor Involved— 
“Insofar as changes may come about 
through the application of advanced 
science or in the art of transportation 
industry, there is nothing to be said.. 
But insofaras they come about through 
a wrong public poliey there is a great 
deal to be said, realizing that the im- 
mense sum of $26,000,000,000 directly 
is involved, as well as the fortunes of 
the employes of the railroad—perhaps 
1,750,000 or more. 

“Tt is both just to capital and labor 
involved, and in the national interest 
not only from the point of view of the 
service to be rendered as a transpor- 
tation agency, but as an established 
and well-ordered and maintained 
activity that has to do with the wel- 
fare of this whole country . . . that 
immediate and earnest consideration 
be given their problems.” 

Unregulated Carriers Make More Than 
Railroad—~“Here in the state of Cali- 
foruia, it is probable that the unregu- 
lated transportation agencies for hire 
are earning as much money as the 
Southern Pacific Company is earning 
from all its freight transportation in 
thig state—that is, intrastate—and it 
may be, for figures ate lacking, that 
the earnings of these unregulated 
motor trucks are. more than the total 
earnings of this company within the 
state.” 

Theory of Regulation Is Violated — 
“The theory of regulation is that 
there should be for public transporta- 
tion equality of charges and equality 
in service, the measure of equality of 
freight charges being whether a man 
shipped more or less than a carload; 
the rates on carloads being less than 
for smaller shipments but alike for 
all shippers. Quite obviously, with 
contract motor truck service, and per- 
haps in less degree in the transpor- 
tation of passengers by contract, 
there is no such equality among ship- 
pers. The man engaged in that busi- 

ness is doing the best he can to get 
the best rate he can for the volume 
of business that he is able to secure. 

“Here in California we have a situ- 
ation where, under the law, the rail- 
ronds must make the same charges, 
properly so, to all shippers under like 
conditions, and yet perhaps an equal 
or greater amount of traffic is being 
hauled by contract carriers without 
any such equality, without any regu- 
jation, and with no published rates.” 

Railroads Recognize Highways as 
Arteries of Commercial Transportation— 
“The railroads recognize that . the 
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H. A. Rowe, chaitman, safety section, American 
Railway Association, which held its annual conven- 
tion in San Francisco in January, 1930, signs ap 
Sttendanee card under the guidance of Elinor Mayon, 


TR. Monahan, supervisor of safety, and 
Frances Davis observe the proceedings, 


while 
highways are and will be arteries of 
commercial transportation, so long as 
the public itself feels they should be 
given for that purpose. The time may 
come when the influence of the 
owners of the privately operated ma- 
chines will be such as to make some 
regulation necessary, at least, from 
the viewpoint as to what extent these 
highways should be used for com- 
mercia} purposes.” 

Equality Is Objective — “Recognizing 
that the highways are so used and 
go going to be used, the railways ask 
that they be recognized as being in 
transportation service generally and 
be given, first, equality with respect 
to regulation, whether service is by 
rail, water, highway or air; and, 
second, that they be given equality 
of opportunity to use these highways 
with any other transportation agency. 

“|. and I might say that we are 
also desirous and are entitled to that 
same equality with respect to water 
transportation. There is no reason 
why the railroads should not be en- 
gaged in transportation in the air, 
on the highways, or on the water, 
under the government regulation or 
state regulation that is now imposed.” 

Do Nat Seck Prohibitory Regulation of 
Nighasay Carriers—‘We are not asking 
that any prohibitory regulation be 
imposed upon the carriers on the 
highways. We do as that they be 
required, just as the railroads are, to 
file tariffs, maintain rates, be subject 
to the same responsibilities with 
respect to safety of passengers, for 
freight losses and damages, for han- 
dling freight traffic on set schedules, 
and in general that they be subject to 
Wke burdens as are placed upon the 
railroads through public regulation.” 

(Mr. Shoup qualified this with the 
expression that, by nature of their 
activities, motor carriers should still 
pe subject to Heense fees in addition 
to whatever reasonable taxations the 
national, state, county and municipal 
governments should see fit to impose, 
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in view of-the fact that they have no 
investment in highways and therefore 
have to pay no return upon capital so 


“invested, and because they do not di- 


rectly have to maintain the highways 
as the railroads do their roadbeds.) 

Opportunity For Coordinating and Cor- 
relating Transportation Activities —“We 
feel that, transportation being our 
business, we should be given oppor~ 
tunity to relate any of these activi- 
ties (air, water, highway or rail), 
coordinate them or connect them as 
may be found in the public interest. 
You are familiar with the coordinated 
airplane and rail service. 1 believe 
also that coordination and connection 
of rail transportation with the trans- 
portation of waterways will be found 
economical and in the public interest.” 

New Legislation by Congress Suggested 
—I feel, first of all, that there 
should be new legislation by the Con- 
gress that will recognize this com- 
petitor of the railroads, speaking of 
highway transportation generally, 
with adequate regulation that will 
ereate a parity.” 

The Foundation of National Prosperity 
—“The whole foundation of all our 
national prosperity rests upon one 
simple, fandamental principle, and 
that is, the peopie shall be engaged in 
activities which give them a fair re- 
ward... with assurance of continu- 
ous labor in such vocations as their 
abilities and capacity adapt them to 
... and at such a rate of wages as 
will enable them not only to support 
themselves in comfort in an advanced 
seale of living as time goes on, but to 
enable them to lay by something for 
a rainy day.” 

Railroads Concerned in All Industry— 
“No one thrives on anyone else’s ad- 
versity, for any but a short time, and 
the railroads realize, I think very 
generally and thoroughly, that the 
prosperity of the country generally is 
essential, pre-essential to their own 
well-being. So we are very much 
concerned that all of these industries 
upon which we are dependent shall 
be prosperous.” 

Capital, Free and Timorous—“Nothing 
is quite so free or timorous as capi- 
tal; free, in the sense it can be in- 
vested at the will of the owner in any 
kind of activity; timorous, in the 
sense when it begins to have a doubt 
about that kind of an investment that 
jt has been heretofore engaged in. . - 
it ig apt to be diffident about that in- 
vestment.” 

All That the Railroads Aske“AMl the 
yailroads have to ask may be summed 
up in this, .viz.: that in competition 
with other carriers they ‘be -given 
equal treatment under the law; that 
they be not ‘taxed to provide high- 
ways for the use of other common 
carriers competing with them; we ask 
that our’ taxes \ be placed ).on'..an 
equality ‘with taxes on highway.com- 
mercial vehicles.” LE 

Railroad Taxes. Build Arteries’ For 
Competition — “The ‘Southern “Pacific 
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Company paid in taxes in 1929 ap- 
proximately $25,000,000, or more than. 
we paid in dividends to our stock- 
holders. No .doubt.a very consider- 
able part of these taxes went to the 
support of transportation arteries in 
competition with us—highways and 
inland waterways.” 

The Government in Transportation 
Business-—“Most emphatically I feel 
that the Government has no business 
in engaging in transportation opera- 
tions in competition with the rail- 
roads, or for that matter, with any 
transportation enterprise supported 
by private capital.” 

he Right to Equal Opportunity— 

“With the support given (be the gov 
ernment) in the construction of high- 
ways, with the expenditures made to 
ereate navigable waterways, with the 
loans made at half the rates of inter- 
est that we are able to command to 
build ships in competition with us... 
we as railroads do not quarrel. We 
do ask, however, that in the use of 
these transportation arteries so con- 
structed we be given equal oppor- 
tunity with other capital in making 
use of them under like conditions, and 
where these arteries come in competi- 
tion with the railroads, that all the 
users thereof, including ourselves, be 
subject to the same charges and the 
same regulations.” 

ae hovernment Competition Protested — 

‘But, when the Government goes fur- 
ther yet and establishes barge lines 
such as it has on the Mississippi 
River and tributaries, in competition 
with the railroads, operating them as 
a Government facility, and at a loss 
to the taxpayers, we most emphati- 
cally object. We are subject enough 
now to Government voice in our af- 
fairs . . . without having the power 
that regulates us in taxes attempting 
to destroy us by competition that 
does not pay its own operating 
expenses.” 

“ Panama Canal Situation “Intolerable”— 

‘We have no quarrel with the steam- 
ship lines operating through the 
Panama Canal, or with the fact that 
the Government is lending money at 
very low rates of interest to create 
these competitors of the railroads, If 
this thing of borrowing from a Na- 
tional Treasury for private enter- 
prises keeps up, we may ourselves 
some of these days wish to go and 
see if we can get some money at 
2% or 3 per cent. But we do feel 
that the present Panama Canal situ- 
ation is intolerable. 

“.., there is such a laek of coordi- 
nation of the steamship lines operating 
through the Canal that they make 
rates under which they lose money, 
and at the same time so affect the 
transcontinental rail situation as to 
deprive the railroads of a great deal 
of business that naturally should 
come to.them.” 

Remedy in Regulation of Rates—"It is 
absurd “that traffic should move from 
‘the eastern half of the. Mississippi

Veteran San Jose Commuter 
Travels Million Miles 


N 1882 N. L. Spinetti of San Jose 
began commuting on the Southern 
Pacific to San Francisco, and in the 
48 years that have intervened since 
that time he has not missed a single 
working day. The total mileage piled 
up by Mr. Spinetti so far amounts to 
1,846,286 miles, or the equivalent of 
fifty-six times around the world. My. 
Spinetti is stili making his daily trip 
and expects to bring his total mileage 
toa million and a half miles before he 
is through. The veteran traveler, who 
is buyer for several commission 
houses of San Jose, says, “In the old 
days the trip took more than two 
hours, ani there were only four 
trains. Today the time has been cut 
in half and about 62 trains connect 
the two cities,” 
It is believed that Myr. Spinetti 
holds the long-distance record for 
commuting on Southern Pacific Lines. 


Valley via Atlantic or Gulf ports and 
thence to the Pacific Coast and inland 
through the Panama Canal as against 
the direct rail routes across the con- 
tinent. The remedy for this lies in 
such regulation of rates as will pro- 
mote stability at remunerative levels 
through the Canal, and further regu- 
lation that will prevent any new 
steamship lines from entering into 
that service without a certificate of 
public convenience and necessity from 
the United States Shipping Board, or 
whatever other body may be charged 
with that responsibility.” 

Opposition of Interior Cities Unwar- 
ranted—‘The railroads are not now 
permitted to make rates to compete 
with the Canal rates ‘transcontinen- 
tally unless they apply them to all 
intermediate points. This is impossi- 
ble for them to do, although they 
could handle a part of the very large ° 
volume of traffic to and from the 
Pacifie Coast at rates slightly above 
those of ‘the Canal if they: were per- 
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mitted by the Interstate Commerce 

Commission to do so. There is no 

good reason why they should not be. 

“Ht is true there is opposition from 
the interior cities to such a program, 
they feeling that the coast cities will 
thus be given advantage in trade as 
commercial centers. There is nothing 
to that, because the traffic now moves 
by water and the question is not one 
of increasing the volume to and from 
these Pacific Coast cities, but one of 
the railroads receiving a fair proper- 
tion of the traffic.” 

Money For Intermountain Communities 
—‘At modestly remunerative rates, 
under regulation both through the 
Canal and across the country by rail, 
with freedom of competition under 
such regulation, the boat lines through 
the Canal would do better than they 
are doing now financially. And the 
railroads, having the plant and equip- 
ment at their command, would, in 
moving a substantial share of this 
traffic across the country, distribute a 
great deal of money in these inter- 
mountain communities that are now 
in doubt about the railroads being 
given the power to adjust their rates 
so they can get some share of the 
traffic now moving through the 
Canal.” 

No Indictment of Canal Service—“1 
have no indictment of the Panama 
Canal service to this country; ‘it is 
essential to national progress and 
security, But in that connection the 
railroads are not put in 2 position to 
meet that competition. In nine years 
the movement of transcontinental ton- 
nage through the Canal has grown 
from 1,370,000 tons to 10,120,000 tons. 
Railroads are thus deprived of a very 
large volume of business. 

“The railroads do not ask any 
favors in that connection; they don’t 
even ask permission to meet the rates 
made that way. But they do ask, 
through the relief the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has the pewer to 
afford, that they be given the oppor- 
tunity to meet those rates on @ near 
equality—not equality, but a slightly 
higher rate base than that which ap- 
plies to the Canal. We think that is 
fair and reasonable.”

T a point thirty-five miles north- 
A easterly from Yuma and about 
fourteen miles north of Dome, 
is an area of about five miles square 
which contains petrified mesquite and 
jron wood. This area is located in 
what, geologists may find to be an 
old sea bed adjacent to the Colorado 
River, 

While the wood is not elose to- 
gether in great quantities, there are 
many wonderful exhibits of petrified 
wood six to eight feet in length which 
have been uncovered by the erosive 
process. This wood is not similar to 
the petrified forest located in north- 
ern Arizona, in that the stone is not 
agatized, and does not permit of a 
polish, 

None of the so-called petrified for- 
ests are of standing timber, but the 
opinion is that the material was up- 
rooted during some storm period and 
rolled and washed for mites until it 
finally eame to rest and was covered 
up by silt and other material. In the 
process of time the wood fibre was 
changed to silica and other minerals, 
and, after thousands of years, the silt 
which covered them was gradually 
washed away until the timber, lying 
down, was exposed. 

In the petrified forest of northern 
Arizona, in the vicinity of Holbrook, 
there is no timber in close proximity. 
But in the area near Yuma mesquite 
and iron wood grows similar to any 
desert country. It is the opinion of 
some that the petrified specimens 
were originally growing in that vi- 
cinity; that an arm of the sea was 
formed covering the mesquite and 
iron wood at the point of origin; and 
that later, as the sea subsided and 
sediment was deposited, the growth 
was covered up, later.to be -exposed 
by the process of erosion. ° “All .sam- 
ples found were lying down.’ .Some, 
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however, had small portions of roots 
and branehes attached, which would 
indicate that the rolling process had 
not taken place to any great extent. 
There is a movement on foot to

Company Building Subway 
Under Tracks at Oakland 


To facilitate the:movement-of traf- 
fic and provide additional ‘safety, the 
Company is making a grade ‘separa- 
tion by the ‘construction of a subway 
at 7th Street, Oakland. ; 

On January 9 the Company began 
the installation of a temporary false- 
work or bridge to support the tracks 
while the subway is under construc- 
tion. Under the terms of the: con- 
tract the work should be completed 
in August ‘of this year. 

The subway, when completed, will 
be 755 feet long, 14 feet high inside 
clearance, and 28 feet wide, sufficient 
for two-way traffic, with a sidewalk 
of six feet. The deck of the subway 
will carry four railroad tracks—two 
steam and two electric. It is esti- 
mated that the subway, when com- 
pleted, will cost between $175,000 and 
$180,000.

HEODORE D. JUDAH, one of 
| the founders in 1861 of the or- 
ganization that was destined in 
seventy years to develop into the 
Southern Pacific Company of today, 
was honored at Sacramento on Febru- 
ary 25 when a monument was un- 
veiled to his memory. The monument 
is located in the park facing the Com- 
pany’s passenger station in that city. 
It was erected from funds contributed 
by officers and employes and will 
stand as an everlasting tribute to the 
dean of western railroad engineers. 
The unveiling ceremony also 
marked the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of the first railroad in the West.. This 
pioneer. line ‘from Sacramento to 
Folsom: was built by Judah during 
1855-56 for .the Sacramento Valley 
Railroad .Company-‘and. was opened 
for traffic‘on February 22, 1856, eight 
years -beforé ‘any other railroad was 
-completed in California. .

ago. The principal address was given 
by Carl I. Wheat, San Francisco at- 
torney and biographer of Theodore 
Judah. 

General Manager F. L. Burckhalter 
was. Southern Pacific’s official repre- 
sentative at the ceremony and, during 
the course of his remarks, introduced 
a number of pioneer railroaders who 
in the early days took part in con- 
structing the projects, instituted by 
Judah. Prominent among these vet- 
erans was Amos L. Bowsher, 90, of 
Sacramento, one of the few persons 
living who witnessed the driving of 
the “last spike” at Promontory on 
May 10, 1869, when the first trans- 
continental railroad was completed., 
It was Bowsher who made the wire 
connections to the hammer and spike 
so that when Governor Leland Stan- 
ford tapped the last spike into place 
the tap-tap-tap message was flashed 
over. the telegraph wires of the 
nation.

Popular Portland Traffic Man 
Retires on Pension 


After 41 years of service with the 
passenger traffic department of the 
Company, all but two years of which 
had been spent in Portland, Willis H. 
(“Bill”) Jenkins, 
traveling passenger 
agent, voluntarily 
retired on pension, 
February 1. 

Mr. Jenkins en- 
tered the employ of 
the Oregon and 
California railroad, 
later taken over by 
the Southern Pacific, 
in Portland, Febru- 
ary 5, 1888, as clerk 
in the general freight and passen- 
ger office.

Oakland Marks Spot Famous 
In Railroad History 


Marking the spot where the people 
of Oakland greeted the first overland 
passenger train into that city sixty- 
one years ago, the Daughters of the 
American Revolution placed a plaque 
on the Company’s Seventh Street pas- 
senger station March 10. The cere- 
mony was held during the state con- 
vention of the D. A. R. and was con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Oak- 
land chapter. 

J. C, MePherson, general represen- 
tative of the operating department, 
spoke in behalf of the Company, ex- 
pressing appreciation of the action 
taken in commemorating an event in 
Southern Pacific’s history. C. J.

The first overland passenger train 
rolled into Oakland from the Hast 
at about 5:00 o’clock the afternoon of 
November 8, 1869. ‘The main line of 
the transcontinental railroad - west 
from Sacramento was then) through 
Stockton and Niles Canyon’ to’ ‘San 
Francisco Bay.

Col. William M. Breakenridge, one 
of the most-colorful and widely known 
characters of Arizona, died at Tucson 


« January 31, at the age of 84. 


At the age of 16, Col. Breakenridge 
ran away from his home in Wiscon- 
sin, working his way to the far west. 
He reached Arizona in 1878 and was 
shortly afterward appointed deputy 
sheriff of Maricopa County and later 
served in the same capacity in 
Cochise County, where he lived a life 
filled with adventure. During his life 
he was in turn a soldier in the Civil 
War, an Indian fighter in Colorado, 
organizer of vigilantes, prospector, 
deputy sheriff and railroader. He 
was one of the band which trailed 
Geronimo, notorious Indian chieftain. 

In October, 1891, Col. Breakenridge 
entered the service of the Company 
as a claims adjuster and served in 
that capacity until his retirement on 
pension September 1, 1918. 

During the later years of his Hfe, 
Col. Breakenridge wrote his reminis- 
cences, which were published by the 
Houghton Mifflin Co. in 1928, under 
the title “Helldorado.” The book, as 
a picture of early Arizona days, at- 
tracted considerable attention and met 
with much success. 

He is survived by a sister, Mrs. 
Lessie Carr of Cleveland, Ohio.

It appears from your letter that 
she is suffering from a dermatitis or 
skin inflammation, the result of some 
irritant. This irritant is very likely 
external in character. It may be 
present in the soup which she is 
using. Even though the soap is mild 
in character, it may contain some 
chemical in small quantities te which 
her skin is sensitive. A change in the 
soap she is using will quickly 
demonstrate whether or not this is 
the source of the irritation. Try a

A 8 per 
cent ointment of ammoniated mercury 
in cold cream could be used with per- 
fect safety.

Los Angeles Boilermaker Builds 
Model Locomotive 


Herbert C. Crosier, beilermaker, 
Los Angeles, has completed a mini- 
ature model of the locomotive “Gen-
